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CARLISLE’S SPEECH 
AGAINST SILVER 


WANTS WHOLE ISSUE OF LE­ 
GAL TENDERS RETIRED. 


Secretary of the Treasury Declares His 
Policy at a Banquet in New York— 
Both Parties Urged to Defeat Free 
Coinage—Appeal to Common Sense, 
He Said, Was Sufficient. 


New York, Nov. 20.—The 127th an­ 
nual banquet of the chamber of com­ 
merce of New York was held at Delmon- 
ico’s last evening. 
After the banquet 
President Orr, in a brief speech, in 
which he referred to the Armenian atro­ 
cities, introduced Secretary Carlisle, 
who spoke on “Our Currency System” 
in part as follows: 
Mr. President and Gentlemen: Two 
years ago, at your annual banquet I 
said that the disposition and ability of 
the government to maintain its credit 


so plain that they can be neither mis­ 
understood nor successfully misrepre­ 
sented. 
If a majority of the people of 
the United States are in favor of the 
maintenance of the present standard of 
value they ought to have an opportun­ 
ity to say so. 
* 
On the other hand, if the majority of 
our people are in favor of abandoning 
the present standard of value and es­ 
tablishing silver monometallism they 
should have an opportunity to say so. 
When this issue is directly presented 
we need not fear the result. Such an 
appeal to the common sense, the com­ 
mercial integrity, and the national 
pride of our people will not be in vain; 
and when the contest is over the ques­ 
tion will be settled, finally and conclu­ 
sively settled, in accordance with the 
general judgment of the most advanced 
nations and the real interests of our

at the highest standard, and to preserve 
the integrity of all forms of currency in I President Cleveland and Governor Mor- 
circulation among the people, could not 
be reasonably doubted and ought not to 
be the subject of further controversy. 
But the task is both difficult and ex­ 
pensive. 
Since that declaration was 
made here, interest-bearing bonds to 
the amount of $162,315,400 have been is­ 
sued to procure gold for the redemption 
-of United States notes. The notes still 
remain the same ss at the beginning. 
The notes are redeemed, but they are 
unpaid. Our legal standard of value is 
■as sound as that of any country in the 
world, and if we had such a currency 
system to guarantee its permanent 
maintenance, no government would 
command a larger credit or realize 
greater benefits from it than ours. But 
the great investors of the world appre­ 
ciate the difficulties under which we 
are laboring, and until these difficulties 
are removed we cannot reasonably hope 
to see perfect confidence restored at 
liome or abroad. 
The fundamental vice in our curren­ 
cy system is the legal tender note re­ 
deemable in coin by the government 
and reissuable under the law. 
There 
are other defects, but this threatens the 
stability of the whole volume of our 
currency. 
So long as these notes ‘are 
outstanding, the slightest diminution of 
the coin reserve at once creates a feel­ 
ing of apprehension and distrust, af­ 
fects the value of all securities, cur­ 
tails investments and more or less se­ 
riously embarrasses all the business af­ 
fairs of the people.

Oakman, W alker county, yesterday af­ 
ternoon. The men were neighbors and 
cousins. Last September Jones claimed 
to have caught Frank Kilgore in his 
watermelon patch. Kilgore denied the 
charge and gave Jones the lie. An in­ 
terfamily feud sprang up as the result, 
Handley taking sides with Frank Kil­ 
gore, and Joseph Kilgore espousing 
Jones’ cause. 
Handley and Frank Kilgore went to 
Oakman yesterday to have some corn 
ground. Joseph Kilgore and Jones fol­ 
lowed. 
Upon returning home in the 
afternoon Jones and Joseph Kilgore 
went ahead and waylaid Handley and 
Frank Kilgore as they came on in a 
wagon. 
Jones suggested a settlement of mat­ 
ters if Frank Kilgore would consent to 
a public flogging. Hot words followed 
and Jones and Joseph Kilgore finally 
opened fire with pistols. The occupants 
of the wagon responded with a rifle and 
a shot gun, and after the weapons were 
emptied Joseph Kilgore and Jones lay 
dead on the field and Handley was fa­ 
tally wounded.

The treasury department ought to be, 
and was intended to be, simply a pub­ 
lic agency for the management of the 
fiscal affairs of the government—as a 
government, not as a bank. No change 
made in our currency system will afford 
relief unless it provides for the retire­ 
ment of the legal tenders. Although 
the government and our own people are 
compelled to receive them, they will not 
discharge 
international 
obligations, 
and gold must go out to settle all final 
balances against us. 
No other govern­ 
ment in the world is required to supply 
gold from its treasury to discharge the 
private obligations of its citizens 
The theories that the government can 
create money by placing its stamp upon 
paper or other material; that a legisla­ 
tive enactment can make 50 cents equal 
in value to IOO cents; that artificially 
inflated prices, paid in a depreciated 
currency, are better for the people than 
natural prices, paid in a sound cur­ 
rency, and various other vagaries now 
floating, like bubbles, in the political 
atmosphere, are all directly attributable 
to the long-continued use of legal ten­ 
der paper. 
The agitation for the free 
coinage of legal silver tender is pred­ 
icated upon the same vicious principle 
th at underlies the legislation making 
paper promises a legal tender; but there 
is a practical difference between the 
two systems. 
The United States note 
was a forced loan from the people to the 
government, which 
the 
government 
promised to repay in dollars,but the free 
coinage of legal tender silver at the 
ratio of 16 to I would be a forced loan 
from the people to the owners of silver 
m ines and silver bullion without a 
promise of repayment by anybody. If 
the friends of a sound and stable meas­ 
ure of value are vigilant and active 
th is effort cannot possibly succeed, and 
the question will soon recede from pub­ 
lic view. 
But the United States legal 
tender notes will remain to complicate 
the currency system and embarrass the 
government. No nation can reasona­ 
bly hope to control the trade of any 
considerable part of the world unless its 
exchanges are based upon a standard of 
value recognized as sound in all the 
centers of commerce. 
The pound sterling has made London 
not only the principal market, but the 
clearing-house of the world. England 
not only realizes great profit from her 
own trade, but takes toll out of the 
international trade of all other coun­ 
tries.

Two Men Killed and Four Badly In­ 
jured—Mob Surrounds the Jail at 
Rome, N. Y., Where the Wreckers 
Are Confined—No Cause for the 
Deed. 


Syracuse, N. Y., Nov. 20.—A delib­ 
erate attem pt was successfully made 
a few miles west of Rome, early yes­ 
terday, to wreck train No. 6 on the 
New York Central railroad, the engine 
and all of tho cars on the train being 
ditched and completely wrecked. Two 
men were killed and four injured. The 
dead: 
BOND, WILLIAM, a tramp, stealing 
a ride; belonged in Syracuse. 
HAGER, NATE, engineer, of Albany, 
N. Y. 
The injured: 
Macey, John, a tramp, belongs in 
Syracuse; left foot cut off. 
M’Carthy, M. J., mail clerk. 
P o rter, 
, mail clerk. 
Wagner, Chris, fireman, of Albany, 
N. Y. 
This is the second attempt within 
three weeks to wreck this train near the 
same spot, which is an ideal one for the 
commission of such a crime. It is on a 
heavy down grade and trains usually 
run down it at the rate of sixty-five 
miles an hour. This train, not stopping 
at Rome, generally goes dbwn the grade 
at a great rate of speed, and it is be­ 
lieved that it must have been running 
close to seventy-five miles an hour 
in order to make up a few minutes lost 
time. There is not a house within a 
half a mile of the place. The wreckers 
broke into the section tool house and 
stole some tools with which they re­ 
moved the fishplates which fasten tho 
rails to the ties and pulled out the 
spikes. 
The train left this city at 8:30 o’clock. 
It consisted of four mail cars and three 
sleepers. 
There were eleven postal 
clerks and fourteen passengers aboard, 
besides the train crew. When the crash 
came the engine was thrown from the 
track into the ditch and completely sub­ 
merged in the mud, only the driving 
wheels on the left side being above the 
earth. 
The 
forward 
mailcar 
was 
thrown two car lengths ahead of the 
engine, and rolled down the bank so 
that it lay lengthwise toward the rails. 
The second car, in which the mail 
clerks were working, was thrown onto 
the tender of the engine and demol­ 
ished. The third and fourth cars were 
also wrecked, the ends of both being 
broken. The first sleeper was thrown 
from the rails, rolling completely over, 
so that the trucks were a long distance 
from the rails. 
The second car was 
simply turned on its side, while the 
rear sleeper did not leave the tracks at 
all. 


Thirty-Two Buildings Burn, with a 
Loss of 
$150 OOO—Firebugs Are 
Threatened 
with Lynching—Big 
Conflagration at Lowell, Mass.— 
Other Fires in Various Places. 
Purcell, I. T., Nov. 20.—Thirty-two 
buildings burned at a loss of $150,000, 
the arrest of two well known merchants 
for arson and for a time an almost cer­ 
tain lynching is the story Purcell, a 
little town on the Santa Fe road, tells. 
Fire broke out in the Star store, in 
the middle of the principal business 
block on the north side of Main street, 
at 4:30 o'clock yesterday morning. The 
flames spread with frightful rapidity, 
soon sweeping the entire side of the 
street, made up of frame buildings, and 
the Chickasaw National bank building 
on the north side of the block. 
The 
high wind increased to almost a tor­ 
nado, driving the flames across 
the 
street, and in a few minutes all the 
frame buildings on the south side were 
burning. Every building on the block 
is more or less injured. Some of the 
stocks are seriously damaged. 
The 
east side of Canadian 
avenue was 
swept for one and a half blocks. 
The fire is supposed to be of incendi­ 
ary origin, and A. Frough of the Star 
store, dry goods and clothing, is now 
lodged in jail, charged 
with 
arson. 
Persons testify to having 
seen 
him 
leave his building just as the flames 
burst out. 
P. Gluckman, manager of the Chica*- 
saw Mercantile company, is also in jail 
on the same charge. Witnesses claim 
to have seen him during the progress 
of the fire enter his store, which was 
thought at the time to be out of dan­ 
ger, and pour coal oil around. 
The feeling was very strong against 
both men and for a time lynching 
seemed certain, but it now seems that 
the danger of that has passed, though 
a force of deputy marshals is guarding 
the jail. 


PILLAGED OUR MISSIONS. 


Turks Recoin* Infuriated by the Ar 
men Ians* Successful Resistance. 
Constantinople, Nov. 19, Via Sofia, 
Bulgaria, Nov. 20.—In response to the 
telegrams sent to Karpoot by United 
States Minister Terrell, inquiring into 
the burning and pillaging of the Amer­ 
ican missions there, the Porte has fur­ 
nished some information to Mr. Terrell 
and additional facts have been ob­ 
tained from other sources by the United 
States minister. When it first became 
apparent that a disturbance was immi­ 
nent, the American missionaries at 
Karpoot applied for protection to Mr. 
Terrell. The latter called personally 
at the Porte and sent several notes on 
the subject to the minister of foreign 
affairs, insisting that the Turkish offi­ 
cials should protect the American mis­ 
sionaries, and notifying the Sultan and 
his ministers they would be held re- 
) sponsible for the safety of the mission­ 
aries. 
The Armenians repulsed the 
first attack of the Kurds, and the lat­ 
ter were so infuriated at the check 
they had received that they proceeded 
to the quarter of Karpoot where the 
American mission is located and, quick­ 
ly overcoming any opposition of the 
gendarmes, if there were any present 
(a point which has not been definitely 
ascertained), they ransacked the houses, 
including eight of the American mis­ 
sion buildings, and exploded a shell in 
the house of one of the missionaries. 
The American missionaries, however, 
escaped uninjured and placed them­ 
selves under the immediate protection 
of the Turkish governor, who still has 
them safe under his care. A dispatch 
to the London Standard from Constan­ 
tinople says the losses to the Amer­ 
ican missions at Karpoot will reach 
£10,000. 


HEAVY LOSS AT LOWELL, MASS. 


CALLS IT A TRAP. 


Depositions in the Hearne Case. 
Hanibal, Mo., Nov. 20.—The defense 
in the celebrated murder case entitled 
the State of Missouri vs. Fannie C. 
Hearne and Dr. J. C. Hearne, charged 
with the murder of Amos J. Stillwell, 
the wealthy pork packer and the first 
husband of Mrs. Hearne, began taking 
depositions yesterday. 
The witnesses 
were those who testified 
before the 
grand jury and the evidence was taken 
simply to ascertain what they will tes­ 
tify at the trial, which will take place 
at Bowling Green, Pike county, next 
month. 
The action of the defense in 
taking the depositions of 
the state’s 
witnesses is said to be without prece­ 
dent in criminal practice. 


Rumor of the Sultan’s Death. 
Berlin, Nov. 20.—A dispatch receive! 
from Sofia, Bulgaria, says that the sul­ 
tan of Turkey, Abdul Hamid, has been 
poisoned. No details are given. 
There is no confirmation of the rumor 
that the sultan has been poisoned. It 
is highly improbable that it can be true 
and be known only at Sofia and not at 
any of the capitals of Europe. Rumors 
of this character affecting the sultan 
have been so frequent that in Europe 
that little attention is paid to them, and I 
this one is almost certainly false. 


LYNCH LAW THREATENED. 


Boys Who Wrecked the Train Are in 
Danger from a Mob. 
Albany, Nov. 20.—John Hildreth and 
Frederick Bristol two boys, have been 
arrested by the Central Hudson detec­ 
tives at Rome charged with wrecking 
train No. 6 yesterday. 
After the ar­ 
rest young Hildreth broke down and 
confessed that he and Bristol, in com­ 
pany with two other boys named Her­ 
bert Plato and Theodore Hibbard, had 
broken open the toolhouse and, with 
the aid of tools thus secured, had re­ 
moved the fishplates 
from the rails. 
No eause is given for the deed. 
The city hall, in which the police 
station is located, was surrounded by a 
large crowd last night, who expressed 
freely the opinion that the train wreck­ 
ers should be lynched. The night and 
day police force were kept on duty to 
prevent trouble. 
Several witnesses 
have been taken into custody for exam­ 
ination, including a young lady, with 
whom Hibbard kept company, and to 
whom he told the story of how he and 
his chums had wrecked the train. 


FI Vo-Story Building Destroyed—Damage 
Will Emceed 9350,000. 
Lowell, Mass., Nov. 20.—The 
large 
five-story building on Middle street, 
known as the Parker block, was almost 
destroyed by fire yesterday. Fire start­ 
ed in the liquor store of J. N. Beavy, on 
the first floor, about 1:45. 
It spread 
rapidly and was aided by repeated ex­ 
plosions of whisky in barrels, which 
created havoc with the windows in ad­ 
joining buildings. 
At 2:15 a. rn. the engines in the city 
were at work and at that time it looked 
as if tho fire was under control, but sud­ 
denly it blazed up furiously and threat­ 
ened to eat its way through to Merimac 
street. By hard vrork the flames were 
confined to the building, and nearby 
property was only slightly damaged. 
The upper floors of the block were used 
by the Appleton Manufacturing com­ 
pany for the storage of cotton goods, 
and it is estimated that there were 
$900,000 worth 
there when 
the fire 
broke out. At 2:30 the fire was under 
control. 
From present estimates the 
loss will exceed $350,000. 


Lawyer Shoemaker Makes a Statement 
In His Own Defense. 
Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 20.—The sen­ 
sational developments in the Holines 
case, which culminated in the great 
criminal’s chief counsel, Lawyer W ill­ 
iam A. Shoemaker, becoming a prisoner 
on the charge of subornation of per­ 
jury, was the chief topic of conversa­ 
tion in legal circles yesterday. As yet 
the judges have taken no further steps 
in the case of the accused lawyer be­ 
yond holding him in bail. 
Mr. Shoemaker has so far recovered 
his composure as to deny most emphat­ 
ically 
the 
testimony 
of 
Detective 
Schweckler. 
He declares he was the 
victim of a trap set by Schweckler, who, 
he claims, approached him and said he 
had discovered evidence in the shape of 
a statement by Mrs. Blanche Hannigan, 
in which she heard Pietzel speak about 
committing suicide. 
Shoemaker says 
Schweckler said he found the woman 
in Woodbury, N. J., and that she was 
willing to make affidavit to what she 
knew. 
Shoemaker then, an the strength of 
the woman’s statements, prepared the 
affidavit and told the detective to bring 
her to bis office. When she appeared he 
had no reason to believe she was other 
than Mrs. Hannigan. 
He said he in­ 
tended to question her, but she said she 
was in a hurry. Eventually she signed 
the affidavit and was paid $20.

Ashland, Wis., Nov. 20.—One hun­ 
dred and twenty settlers'south of Ash­ 
land are, by a decision /received from 
the general land office yesterday, made 
homeless. Their claims, 20,000 acre* of 
land with every quarter section con­ 
taining a house and barn, will be taken 
away from them by the government and 
given to the- Wisconsin Central com­ 
pany. 
This decision is carrying out the rul­ 
ing of the supreme court in thte K night- 
Osborne case. Under this rilling cer­ 
tain lands through this region which 
were supposed to belong to th a8 govern­ 
ment and which have been opened for 
settlement and entry by the govern­ 
ment and taken up by scores ^of set­ 
tlers are held by the supreme oonrt to 
rightfully belong to the Wisconsin Cen­ 
tral company. Now the government is 
obliged to cancel all tne entries on 
these lands in order to give th#* rail­ 
road company titles. 


Millers* Combine Badly Hart.’ 
Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 20.—As a re­ 
sult of the sudden decision and ration 
of the Duluth Roller Mills company of 
Milwaukee, Faist, Kraus & Co., pro­ 
prietors, the national combine of spring 
wheat millers has received a blow from 
which it cannot, in all probability, re­ 
cover. The firm named has withdrawn 
entirely from the combine, and wilf 
from now on quote its own prices arad 
transact all its flonr business, regard­ 
less of the combination or association* 
This move will undoubtedly result in 
the early dissolution of the combine. 


Powers Not Entirely Agreed. 
London, Nov. 20.—A dispatch to th® 
Daily News from Rome sa y s A ustria 
proposes that the combined fleets off 
Russia and Austria should force th® 
Dardanelles and that fteir joint arm ies 
should occupy Constantinople if neces­ 
sary. To these propositions Russia de­ 
clined to agree. 
The Odessa corre­ 
spondent of the News says it is reported 
in official circles that, in view of th® 
possible disruption of Turkey, Russia 
and Great Britain are negotiating a n 
agreement which \Till give the czar a 
free hand for the occupation or annexa­ 
tion of Anatolia, while England will 
have the right to establish a permanent: 
protectorate in Egypt. 


Big Blase at Dallas, Texas. 
Dallas, Tex., Nov. 20.—Last night the 
four-story, 50x200 feet, stone and brick 
building bounded by Camp and Griffin 
streets and Patterson and Ross avenues, 
was burned. In less than fifteen min­ 
utes every square inch of the immense 
structure was in flames, and from $150,- 
000 to $200,000 worth of property de­ 
stroyed. 


Forest Fires In West Virginia. 
Parkersburg, W. Va., Nov. 20. — A 
great forest fire is raging on the Little 
Kanawha above here. Large tracts of 
woods and barns and fencing have been 
burned. The Nicolette mills are threat­ 
ened. 


Lynching In Kansas Probable. 
Emporia, Kan., Nov. 20.—David Hen­ 
derson, the colored school teacher who 
did such ghastly work with a hatchet 
Monday night at Dunlap, was captured 
yesterday morning and is now in jail. 
He claims the deed was done in self- 
defense, as he was surrounded by a 
crowd clamoring for his life, and that 
he had to cut his way out. None of his 
victims have yet died. Thomas Stark­ 
ey and Mrs. Ray, however, are lying 
at the point of death. There are pre­ 
dictions of a lynching should either of 
the injured die. 


Large Oatmeal Mill Burned. 
Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 29.—Fire yester­ 
day destroyed the oatmeal mill at Sew­ 
ard, the largest of its kind in the state. 
The loss is $25,000, without a cent of 
insurance.

ranged tomorrow, when 200 men will 
return to work. When the strike start 
ed the men were getting only 70 cents 
a ton and there were 600 men in the 
mines. 


DENOUNCE SUPREME COURT. 


Strong Resolutions 
Passed 
by. 
the 
Knights of Labor. 
Washington, Nov. 20.—The general 
asembly of the Knights of Labor yes­ 
terday took cognizance of the opinion 
rendered Monday by Justice Brewer 
of the United States supreme court, af­ 
firming the decision of Judge Ross sen­ 
tencing d u n e and three other Cali­ 
fornia railroad strikers to eighteen 
months in prison for obstructing the 
mails.

Whereas, The supreme court: of the 
United States has affirmed the decision 
of Judge Ross, which decision raised a 
misdemeanor to a felony, and sent four

Postal Authorities Issue a Circular 
Concerning the Popular Methods 
I n a circular issued by the first as­ 
sistant postmaster general, mention is 
made of the approaching holiday sea­ 
son and the number of extra packages 
that are sent to the dead letter office 
because of the insufficiency of the post 
age or because they are not admissible 
to the mails. 
The public is cautioned 
in tbe circular to inquire at the post­ 
office if in any doubt. 
The circular further states that 
sealed packages require letter rates, 
aud that packages unsealed, with writ­ 
ings on the inside in the nature of cor­ 
respondence, also require the same 
rates. 
Under the postal rules certain 
articles of merchandise, sealed or un­ 
sealed, to foreign countries are sent to 
the dead letter office unless folly pre­ 
paid at the foreign letter rate, and 
many articles of merchandise are ab­ 
solutely prohibited transmission in the 
mails. 
The department,

cautions the people to inquire before 
mailing.
